Sri D. Gopal Rao (Jaggampeta) : Mr. Speaker, Sir, Tribal 
Welfare is inter-connected with the Forests and as such, it is but 
necessary that I should draw my references to the administration of 
forests alsq, when we talk about the welfare of the Tribes. If we 
really want to consider the welfare of Tribal people, it is but neces- 
sary that persons with missionary spirit should be on the spot to get 
these things going, but not wait for later days for sanction. The 
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result is the Tribal people are such shy and timid people that they do- 
not have any faith in promises that are being held out for sanctions 
that are to come. If we really want to enlist the confidence of the 
Tribal people, it is but necessary that a person with full sanctions* 
with a team of self-less workers should be on the spot and be able to 
give the benefits to them. 1 will tell you one instance. If the tribes- 
men want a co-operative society, probably, the Deputy Registrar will 
be approached and the Deputy Registrar, in turn, will write to the 
Registrar and obtain the Registrar's sanction, and by that time 
months and months elapse and the faith of the tribesmen, who are 
naturally timid, is shaken up. Our object is that the Plan that has 
been before us should be a success. It is our ambition to see that the 
entire hill- tribes are benefited by this. I would request the Govern- 
ment to call a halt somewhere and just make four villages self-suffi- 
cient. From that the neighbouring villages will take a lesson and 
more work can be turned out. 

Here, I cannot but mention that the agriculture is also inter - 
connected with the welfare of these tribesmen. As such small rivulets 
which are just flowing and going abegging and the waters of which 
are not used anywhere are finding their place into the sea. All these 
small rivulets should be just dammed, and under it lots of Grow More 
Food Schemes can really be undertaken. I am just referring to one 
instance of Addathigala. There is a valley called Bobbilivari valley. 

If that stream that is flowing between the two hillocks is utilized 
by constructing a bund - it may cost the Government about Rs. 50,000 
or Rs. 60,000, the food production will increase by not less than 6000 
bags in the first year and more than 12,000 bags in the next and 
following years. So, Sir, these small investments would certainly 
create a lot of faith in the hillsmen and by more contact the hillsmen 
may become plains-men and it will be to their benefit. Hillsmen by 
nature are timid and they would not like to associate with the plains- 
men because of old methods of cultivation, etc. All these things 
can certainly be minimised if there is inter-mixture between tribes- 
men and plains^men. 

Then, Sir, I have seen many places where the highest officials 
visited some of the reserved areas, and invariably the highest official 
was the Forester or the Forest Guard or the Revenue Inspector. If 
we really want to know the welfare of these tribesmen and get to 
know their habits, we must live with them ; we must have a man of 
missionary zeal who would sanction schemes and do the works on the 
spot so that the tribes-men could have more faith in the governmental 
operations. We have ambitious schemes, and unless the contractor 
as well as the highest oflicial of the Government inculcate in them 
that he is a part of the missionary work that we are doing, these 
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schemes can never be a success. We have been seeing what colossal 
money has been wasted in the formation of the so-called roads ; and 
very often extra grants also are sanctioned simply because the road 
works have got to be done in the forests and hills and in that name 
more money is spent. I am sorry to make this remark. We have 
before us a very good report of Mr. Malayappan and I wonder how 
many of us have read that report ; it is an exhaustive report written 
by a team of experts who had studied the problems of tribesmen from 
every angle and seen their difficulties also. I do not think that report 
has at least been discussed or placed before this House. If even 
copies are circulated, I am sure it will be a great benefit to those who 
would like to play their part in the uplift of hill tribes. Sir, in this 
connection I cannot but mention one instance. We a re doing so much 
in the name of education, and most of these Koya boys and others 
are begging in the streets of Kakinada and they are not able to get a 
place where they could stay and live. The other day I happened to 
come across two intelligent boys brought by the Deputy Registrar of 
Kakinada — 

Sri M. Pallam Raju {Kakinada) : I question the statement of 
the hon. Member that they are begging in the streets of Kakinada, 
because in Kakinada there are choultries and about 250 students are 
housed in them. 

Sri D. Gopala Rao : Which choultry, I would like to know? 

Sri M. Phllam Raju : There are about 8 choultries in all in 
Kakinada and about 250 students are provided there. 

Sri D. Gopala Rao : Sir, I do not want to challenge the state- 
ment made by my hon. Friend. 

But, I had to come to the rescue of these boys and it was at 
the instance of the Deputy Registrar that I provided lodging and 
boarding to these boys, and my friend can verify. And that is beside 
the point. 

These boys who are very intelligent can certainly be put in the 
proper atmosphere ; and unless some plainsmen also more or less 
adopt these boys when, once in a way or so, they could go round and 
visit the families and get to know more, real uplift of tribesmen may 
not be possible. 

Then, Sir/ many cattle farms are being started and there is 
one at Chintapalli ; the objective is very laudable, in that we bring in 
better breed to acclimatise in those areas and see that the cattle 
wealth of these places is developed. But, if one were really to see 
the condition in which these animals came and the condition in which 
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they are now, in spite of the natural grass that is plentily available in 
those areas, one will be surprised to see that they are a source of 
menace to others. Sir, my idea in saying all these is not to just 
criticise, but to give constructive ideas so that with the help of the 
people and with the co-operation and co-ordination of Government 
help we can do quite a lot for the uplift of the tribesmen. I would 
therefore strongly suggest that instead of spreading our uplift pro- 
grammes all over the place, it is much better we take some key 
villages and improve them in all respects so that they may serve as 
examples to others. Only then we will be able to make the tribesmen 
to cast off their natural timidity and fear. Thank you, Sir. 

Sri P. Anthony Reddy (Anantapur): Mr. Speaker, Sir, I feel 
that any amount of money spent on social welfare in our country can 
never be adequate. Therefore, our Harijan Members who were rather 
dis-satisfied with the inadequate provision in the budget under this 
Demand are really justified- Sir, in our country social problems are 
many and priority goes for Harijan and Girijan uplift and it is 
followed by the uplift of all backward classes; then comes the 
problem of child-delinquents, destitute women and the beggar 
problem. But, today, Sir, I wish to talk only on the first point, i. e, 
Harijan and Girijan problem. 

In our country, the great curse, as the Father of our Nation, 
Gandhiji said, is untouchability. Sir, untouchability is something 
which is abhorrent to human nature itself. We rather touch a dog 
or donkey, but we, people, feel that to touch a human -being like 
ourselves is something not be done. If a man touches a Harijan - 
mala or madiga, he feels he is tainted and to wash away that taint he 
must go home and have a good wash. Such a custom has never 
existed anywhere in the world, nor at any time in the history of the 
world. Therefore, we must do something to abolish this untouch- 
ability. Unfortunately, right persons are not taken to do this work ; 
a person who has to do social work must be one who is fully con- 
vinced of the social evil and who is determined to do something to 
root out that evil If we just see the persons that are recruited by 
the Social Welfare Department^ we find that no consideration is given 
to their social ideals or social background. People are taken at 
random, probably by a Collector of a district who may be a very 
orthodox person ; and only sil&i people are asked to look after the 
welfare of Harijans and Girijans and so on. Do we think, Sir, that 
people who have no convictions of their own and who probably have 
no ideals of their own, will do real justice to this social problem ? 
Therefore, Sir, I would advise our Minister for Social Welfare to 
consider that hereafter at least, when persons are recruited - whether 
as Inspectors or District Social Welfare Officers, people with proper 
social convictions and right type of persons are selected to do this 
important work of social welfare. s 
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Another important thing I would like to point out to the Govern- 
ment is that any work of social uplift should also include the econo- 
mic uplift of the downtrodden castes. For instance, there are 
Harijans and Girijans; I do not know much about Girijans; Harijans 
are very poor, and if they are really in the lower rungs of our social 
order, it is because of their poverty. No doubt, the Government are 
taking the right step in giving all educational facilities to these people. . 
But I feel that is not enough, because by giving educational facilities 
we are only tackling a fringe of the problem. If this untouchability 
and other social evils should disappear, the earning capacity of the 
Harijans should be improved. In that connection, I fear the Govern- 
ment are not tackling the problem in the right method* For instance, 
the Government may give some grants for construction of houses etc. 
But these things will not help to raise their social status. If anything 
should be done to them, the Government must see that their earning 
capacity is increased. Once the earning capacity is increased, they 
will be independent of other castes. Then probably it may lead to the 
abolition of untouchability in our country. 

Another thing that is being done by the department is 
'separatism* — separatism in the matter of hostels, houses or huts, 
and so on. Separate hostels for Harijans will not solve the problem 
of untouchability, but rather it will encourage or recognise this untou- 
chability. What the Government should do is: they must start 
hostels for boys of all castes — castes and non-castes; and the Govern- 
ment may fix 50 or 60 percent for Harijan boys, 20 or 25 per cent 
for Backward Classes and 10 or 15 per ceijt for other castes. If such 
hostels are started, I am sure the stinge or some sort of disgust that 
goes with Harijan boys, will disappear and it will ultimately lead to 
the abolition of untouchability. In this connection, I may bring to 
the notice of the Government that Mission Schools in the State admit 
boys of all castes; without any restriction of caste or creed, they admit 
Harijans, Backward Classes pupils and also caste pupils; and all are 
treated equally without any distinction* That is what our friend 
Shri Kalluru Subba Rao is doing in his Sevamandir at Hindupur; the 
same principle is adopted there; Harijans, Mohanudens, Christians, 
Brahmins — all are admitted and all are treated in the same way. After 
a few months, the Brahmin and Harijan boys do not think that they 
belong to different castes, they feel they are one and the same. If this 
principle is adopted in the hostels started by the Government, especi- 
ally by the Social Welfare Department, I am sure the Government 
will be taking the right step for abolishing untouchability. 

I would also like to bring to the notice of Government that 
people are suddenly changing their caste in order to become eligible 
for the preference shown to backward classes. For example, a kapu 
is a forward class man, but if he says he is a kondakapu immediately 
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he becomes a backward class man ; Baliga community is a forward 
class, but if anyone says that he is Ediga baliga, he becomes eligible 
for all the concessions; the same is the case in regard to Brahmins and 
Viswa-brahmins or Nayee-brahmins. This is only making the people 
misuse their rights ; the Government must completely overhaul this 
Backward Classes List in order to ensure that such mistakes are 
* avoided hereafter. 

Lastly, Sir, I would like to draw the attention of the Govern- 
ment to a very important concession made by the previous Andhra 
Government. When I was a Member of the Andhra Assembly, I had 
represented to the Chief Minister, the Deputy Chief Minister and the 
Governor that the treatment meted out to Harijan Christians was not 
proper. A mala or madiga may become a Christian and according 
to law immediately he is treated as non-untouchable. But actually he 
is not a touchable ; he lives in the Harijan cheri and intermarries 
with Harijans, but still he is deprived of the concessions that are being 
given to the Hindu Harijans. Dr. Gopala Reddi when he was Presi- 
dent of the Andhra Pradesh Congress Committee visited various 
villages in Guntur and Krishna districts, and he actually found that 

the distinction between Christian mala and Non-Christian Hindu 
mala was nil ; he saw with his own eyes that a Christian mala will 

not take water from a Christian madiga well, just as Hindu malas and 
madigas do, Having realised this fact, when the Backward Classes 
Commission visited Andhra under the chairmanship of Shri Kaka- 
saheb Kalelkar, he was one of those who represented the case of the 
Hariljan Christians to the Commission and requested that they should 
be treated, at least for the purpose of Government aid, on a par with 
Hindu Harijans ; and true to his own conviction, just as a preacher 
should practise his own preaching, Dr. Gopala Reddy, when he was 
Minister for Education as well as Chief Ministsr of the Andhra State, 
1 on the advice of the then Deputy Chief Minister Sri N. Sanjeeva Reddi, 
did something to extend educational concessions to Harijan Christians 
also. Now, I implore on the Hon. Minister for Social Welfare that 
he shduld extend the same privileges to Harijan Christians living in 
Telangana also. In Telangana area, Harijan Christians are not trea- 
ted on a par with Hindu Harijans. I request the Hon. Minister for 
Social Welfare to extend the same privilege to Harijan Christians in 
Telangana area also and that from the current year itself. Thank you, 
Sir. 

A&rimati Masooma Begum (Pathargatti) : Mr.speaker, Sir, 
political consciousness and enthusiasm to improve social conditions 
in the State have to a great extent helped in the programme of social 
service organisation. Education, health, care of children - all fall 
under the category of social service and for a Welfare State these are 
very imortant. Our Government has recognised the importance of 
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social service in the implementation of our Five- Year Plans which 
embody the hopes and aspirations of the nation and the success of 
which depends not only on every social service organisation, but 
also on every social service worker. No Government can function, 
or for that matter no social service organisation can function, unless 
each worker has a sense of civic duty and performs it with efficiency. 
The spirit of social service and sense of civic duty is an important 
factor in the implementation of any plan. In the past 3 social service 
had very little to do with the administration of the State, but it is 
not so now. The Central Government has created an autonomous 
Board known as the Central Social Welfare Board with a view to 
help social organisations with funds and to help the Government to 
implement its plans. Among the Asian countries, India and Japan 
are the only two countries which are fortunate to have these Welfare 
Boards for Women and Children. One hon. Lady Member has laid 
stress on equal pay for equal work and I fully support her statement: 
The Indian Consititution has given equal rights to women - but, I am 
afraid- man-made laws are easily flexible, and women are denied some 
of the rights that they should have. I am sure, if equal rights 
and equal opportunities and responsibilities are given to them, women 
can fulfil their duties better and more conscienciously than men. And 
I would like to quote here what Gandhiji had said : 

y*W<orna.n is the companion of man gifted with equal 
meafal capacity; she has a right to participate in the very 
minute details of all activities of man and she has an equal 
right of freedom." 

Sir, I would also like to say a word about the complaint made 
against Gramsevikas. An hon. Lady Member has said that Orga- 
nisers boss over the Gramsevikas. Gramsevikas are meant to work in 
the villages and in the centres while the Organisers are the supervisory 
staff and they are not paid workers. 

Gramsevikas are paid and as such they have a certain duty 
to perform; but some times they resent ther supervision of the Orga- 
nisers. Unless the Organisers and the Gramsevikas work in harmony, 
no work would be done efficiently. 

Now, if I may say, Sir, lastly a word about Harijans, there is 
no barrier and no caste restrictions. Government is doing everything 
to raise their standard and is doing everything in their power for these 
people. You have been guided by an able young Minister; you are 
in the prime of your struggle; you should try to deserve and earn 
posts and not take them as granted. Education alone will help to 
remove all barriers and it must be admitted that all facilities in this 
direction have been provided. If there has been any wastage, the 
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responsibility for it rests not only on the Department but on every 
individual. To inculcate a sense of civic duty should be our aim so 
as to build up a perfect State. y ;> 

One point that an hon. member has just raised is about the 
beggar problem of the State. I would like the hon. Minister to take 
this up seriously in the next Five- Year Plan. The beggar problem has 
been a menace and we have been trying to eradicate it; but I am 
afraid no constructive work has so far been done although we have 
passed five years of the First Five- Year Plan. I hope, the hon. 
Minister will see that during the next Five Year Plan something really 
constructive is done to eradicate this evil. 

Thank you, Sir. 

*Stnt- Kusum Gajapathi JRaju (Gajapathinagar am- General) : 
Mr. Speaker, Sir' "Imitation", it is said, is the sincerest form of flat- 
tery and, I think, the Andhra Govenment must be among the sincerest 
admirers of the United States, State Department. The Andhra 
Government in its relations with the Scheduled Tribes adopts the same 
kind of superior condescension indulged in by the State Department 
people with the under-developed countries. 

"The Congress Government here would like to export its culture 
to th&e Scheduled Tribes. Out of the 66 lakhs or thereabouts sanc- 
tioned or proposed in this Budget for the development and welfare of 
Scheduled Tribes and other backward classes, the major part of it is 
spent on the salaries of the various officials concerned. These officials 
are supposed to export the civilisation in general to the Tribes and the 
civilisation takes the form of petty officials and contractors, a kind of 
privileged class, among the Scheduled Tribes, and the destruction of 
their time-honoured, great, sound, healthy, democratic traditions. 
The. culture exported to these people is of a rather unique kind* 
Casteism and regionalism seem to be the mainstay of the political 
attitude of our Government here. We are great believers — I mean, 
the Andhra Government — in continuing the pomp and the vulgar 
show that the British indulged in to stress their superiority over us, 
the so-called 'Native Indians.' We, in our turn, seem to want to 
continue the same traditions, stressing our superiority over the 
Scheduled Tribes. It would certainly be a sad state of affairs if 
casteism, regionalism and this desire for pomp and show, were to 
become the mainstay of their culture also and their young men and 
women would think of nothing but the petty officials and contractors 
as the only way to get to that stage of show. The Scheduled Tribes 
should be possibly trying to save themselves from this rule which 
more often than not is misrule. The Government have done absolu- 
tely nothing to help them ; but there are private agencies that are run 
on altruistic motives. There are schools and hospitals which try to 
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alleviate the lot of the people. I would suggest that the Government 
should channalise their resources through these Agencies and help to 
work out some system whereby they can help the tribal area. 

There is a general complaint of housing shortage and shortage 
of roads. Means of communication are practically non-existent. If 
all these are done, it may help to export some of our civilisation to 
these people and not that civilisation "which is based on casteism and 
regionalism. 

Above all, I would suggest that the Government should try 
and take steps to prevent their own officials from exploiting these 
people and making their already difficult life still more difficult 
for them.
